Says 
Mr. Dickerson: 

“Organized

all attacks on civil liberties. When 


the attack on labor is direct... 


labor’s opposition is immediate and 
vocal. But the less direct attacks, 
because they are subtler and more 
insidious, are sometimes over- 
looked, and the opposition of la- 
bor may therefore not be mobilized 
until it is too late. IF MR. 
BROWNELL CAN LIST A BAR 
ASSOCIATION TODAY, HE CAN 
LIST A LABOR UNION TOMOR- 
ROW.” 

The capitalizing of that last sen- 
tence is done by ws, not by the 
Lawyers Guild letter. We consider 
that sentence especially important 
because abstractly, theoretically, it 
is so true. Also, lately Mr. Brown- 
ell did ask that a law be passed 
enabling him to squash any union 
which he found to be infiltrated or 
controlled by Commies. Well, nei- 
ther to Mr. Brownell nor to Mr. 
McCarthy do we care to hand over 
such power to go wrong or biased!

‘Smear Labeling’ 

The Lawyers Guild has recently 
won in the Federal Appellate Court 
an injunction against Mr. Brown- 
ell proceeding any further in the 
direction of declaring the Lawyers 
Guild a subversive organization 
until, as Mr. Dickerson’s letter 
puts it, “the courts have had a 
chance to consider and decide the 
vital civil liberties issues of the 
case in which we are convinced or- 
ganized labor has an important 
stake.” 

Mr. Dickerson encloses a reprint 
of an article from Labor, the rail- 
men’s weekly, which shows that 
one labor paper is aware of the 
problem, Labor the railmen’s week- 
Iy quotes Congressman Herman 
P. Eberharter (D., Pa.) as having 
told his collearues in the House: 

“The House should seriously pon- 
der this question: Can we trust 
this partisan, 
Attorney General, or any other 
Atorney General, with the power 
to label any organization as sub- 
versive? ... I think it is time 
that we put a stop to the attempt 
to govern the country by smear 
labeling.”

. « And Brownell Is!— 

No partisan element is involved 
in this, for the labeling of organi- 
zations by the Attorney General 
as subversive started under the 
Democrats. But something deeply 
nonpartisan is involved the right 
of individuals and organizations, 
including labor men and women 
and labor unions, to be condemned, 
if at all, by due: process, and not 
by what Congressman Eberharter 
has correctly called “smear label- 
ing.” 

Never once in discussing any 
organization has East Bay Labor 
Journal cited the fact that the 
Attorney General has cited that 
organization as subversive, for we 
believe that to cite this is to hit 
below the belt. Always we ask our- 
selves this question: “Suppose Joe 
McCarthy were Attorney Gener- 
al... .?”

The Roybal breakfast was held 
at Tiny's, and although held at the 
early hour of 8 a.m. drew 75 per- 
sons. Mayor Laurance Cross of 
Berkeley chaired the affair, 


Roybal said that he was very 
proud of the great number of votes 
he received in Alameda county; he 
got a higher majority here for 
the Democratic nomination in the 
June 8 primary than in any county 
save his own Los Angeles.

Local unions of the Bay Counties 
District Council of Carpenters are 
in the process of voting on an 
agreement tentatively reached by 
negotiators June’ 24, 

Chester Bartalini, secretary of 
the council, said that all the re- 
turns shoud be in within about two 
weeks, 

Under the proposed settlement, 
|Bay Area carpenters would receive 
a 7'-cent hourly pay increase, 
bringing the scale to $2.77 cents 
an hour. In addition, employers 
will make a 2%%-cent larger contri- 
bution to the health and welfare 
fund, effective March 1 
year. 

The pay increase will be retro-) 
active to June 15, when the old 
contract expired.

You can beat at least some of 
these high costs in several ways. 
Take advantage of the annual July 
sales of shoes, clothing, house- 
furnishings and carpeting to ad- 
ticipate your needs of staple items. 
July is.one of the best months to 
find cut-price reductions on cloth- 
ing and household goods. In food, 
avoid pork products, veal and lamb 
during the summer when they are 
seasonally scarcer and costlier. 
Pork will be cheaper in the fall. 
Rely more on beef (still compara- 
tively reasonable), cheese (now at 
new low prices) and eggs (still 
comparatively reasonable in early 
summer, but costlier later). 


Mid-summer is also a good time 
to shop for a car; prices tradi- 
tionally break after July 4. 


Here are tips on specific mid- 
summer buying opportunities: 


CARPETING 


The annual mid-summer home 
furnishings sales this year will of- 
fer the lowest prices on household 
goods in almost four years. Price- 
cutting on rugs is especially keen 
among retailers this summer be- 
cause of poor business. We advise 
shopping both the specialty rug 
stores and rug warehouses (found 
in larger cities) and the depart- 
ment-store sales. Get prices on 
both the cost per yard, and the 
entire price of the rug or wall-to- 
wall installation. The carpet 
specialty stores sometimes under- 
sell the department stores, but 
the department stores may esti- 
mate the yardage reauired more 
closely on wall-to-wall carpeting, 
so the final price may be close. 

Buying a carpet is a real prob- 
lem for a moderate-income family. 
Many women want a carpet more 
than anything else. Sometimes, as 
letters from readers tell us, they 
will spend $700 or $800 for a luxur- 
ious-looking wall-to-wall installa- 
tion. But frequently they are disil- 
lusioned as they find their expens- 
ive carpeting turns shabby surpris- 
ingly soon. For one reason, they 
choose fashionable pastel colors 
that show soil readily. For another, 
they sometimes buy novelty tex- 
ture, two-tone effect or a high pile 
which seems to shade down and 
look doggy after a while, especi- 
ally in the heavy-traffic part of a 
room. 


Wall-to-wall carpeting is actu- 
ally not a practical choice for most 
families. Because wall-to-wall costs 
noticeably more, many families are 
now turning to cotton carpeting to 
cut the expense. But this often 
adds to the troubles. Good-quality 
cotton carpeting generally costs 
about $2 a yard less than good 
wool carpeting (for one reason 
because most is made in non-union 
mills in the South). Some cotton 
carpeting is even available for as 
Ititle as $4.50 a yard. It is the least- 
costly way to have a high-pile ef- 
fect and a feeling of luxuriousness. 
But while a good-quality cotton 
rug will wear almost as long as 
a wool rug, the cheap ones won't. 
Also, cotton carpeting gets dirty 
quicker and is harder to clean, too. 
It is a dubious choice for living 
rooms, especially, although that’s 
where people trying to save money 
are using it. 


The better way to keep down the 
cost of carpeting is not to go toa 
cheaper type, but to buy a good 
quality room-size rug rather than 
mediocre wall-to-wall carpeting. It 
will be a great help later to be able 
to turn a rug when a particular 
area shows wear. This is extra im- 
portant since it has been found 
that rugs wear out quickly in a 
room where there is a television 
set because people shuffle their 
feet as they watch. Also, a rug can 
be sent out for cleaning—always 
more satisfactory than cleaning on 
the floor, even if done profession- 
ally. 

You can save further by buying 
a standard size where feasible. 
General mill practice is to charge 
five percecnt above the roll price 
for any of 20 ready-ma standard 
sizes, and 1214 percent extra for 
non-standard sizes. 


Generally velvet or twist is most 
practical for moderate-income 
families, giving the most durability 
for the money. Twist costs a little 
more than velvet but some people 
prefer it because it doesn’t show 
footprints. In any case, buy good 
quality in a particular weave; for 
example, a good velvet rather than 
a lower-quality twist. 

Compare quality in rugs by look- 
ing for weight, depth and thick- 
ness of pile, resiliency of the pile 
surface and close weave.

This summer furniture sales are 
jalso a good opportunity to find 
values in mattresses. Buy by com- 
paring price and quality, rather 
than by brand name. You will find 
good and mediocre mattresses 
made by the same famous-name 
manufacturers, but their good ones 
run high in price, and are often 
price-fixed so the retailer can’t of- 
fer any reductions. 


A good innerspring mattress 
should have a seven or eight-ounce 
woven-stripe ticking. Don’t pay 
extra for fancy-pattern tickings. 
Some stores, especially installment 
stores, charge as much as $10 and 

20 more for the same mattress in 
fancier ticking. A good innerspring 
jmattress should also have at least 
180 coils; at least 30 percent of

Making Ends Meet 
Food Prices Up 


San Francisco retail food prices 
averaged 0.7 percent higher in May 
than a month earlier, according 
to Max D. Kossoris, Western Re- 
gional Director of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor’s Bureau of Labo1 
Statistics. The food index of 114.7 
is the highest since December 1952 
(Av. 1947-49—100), and 0.7 percent 
higher than May of last year. 

The chief factors for the higher 
food costs in May over April were 
higher prices for meats, fruits and] 
vegetables and dairy products. 

Prices of meats, poultry and fish, 
as a group, increased by 0.3 ‘per- 
cent over the month. Lower prices} 
reported for lamb, ham, veal and 
frankfurters were not enough to 
offset price increases for round 
steak, chuck roast, rib roast, ham- 
burger, pork chops and hacon. 

In the fruits and vegetables 
group, which averaged an increase 
of 1.9 percent, sharp increases were! 
reported for apples, sweet pota- 
toes, onions, lettuce and tomatoes. 

Although butter prices decreased 
by 1.1 percent, the dairy products 
group advanced by 0.2 percent, re- 
flecting a 2 percent increase in the 
price of cheese. 


Coffee, averaging over $1.16 per 
pound, rose by 3.7 percent. 


Egg prices, which have been de- 
clining over the past few months, 
increased sharply, by 5.3 percent, 
and were selling at an average 
price of nearly 58 cents per dozen 
for the large, grade A variety. 

For the U. S., the average of 
food prices increased by 0.8 per- 
cent, to an index of 113.3. The all 
items index increased by 0.3 per- 
cent,
